Claims 1-18 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest the entire combination of elements of the recording tape cartridge set forth 
including a case which accommodates the reel, and an engaging projection is formed at a surface 
of the case opposing the floor portion of the reel hub, a braking member having a disc wherein 
the disc has a through hole into which enters a distal end of the engaging projection which has 
entered into the insertion groove when the braking member is positioned at the released position. 
None of the references of the prior art teach or suggest cartridge comprising a braking member 
having a disc wherein the disc has a through hole as advanced above and such do not provide the 
necessary motivation, absent applicant's specification, for modifying the cartridge in the manner 
required by the claims.
